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A pEsPparon from Iquique, Chili, June 4, reports 
that the Itata arrived at that port on the night 
of June 3, and was surrendered to Acting-Rear- 
Admiral Mc@ann the next morning with 5,000 rifles 
on board and the ammunition taken from the 
sohooner Robertand Minnie. Nothing was trans- 
ferred to the Esmerulda. The commander of the 
ltata says that the arms were not shipped at San 
Diego, but at a pvuint many miles at sea. The 
Iquique Govern ment claims that this circumstance 
modifies the sitdation considerably. The Itata 
came direct from Tocopilla in compliance with 
the orders sent her by the Congressional party yes- 
terday. The U. S. cruiser Charleston arrived at 
noon June 4, at lquique, and the Pensacola was ex- 
pected that day.

Tne French Compagni des Forges has been au- 
thorized by the courts to hold the new Chilian war 
vessels pending a judicial decision on the demand 
of the Chilian agents for their delivery. If these 
vessels are released they will have an important in- 
fluence upon the war in Chili. They have received 
their armament of Armstrong guns, Hotchkiss and 
Nordefeldt rapid and macbine firing guns. It is 
hinted that one of the twv ships will be provided 
with a new gun which will throw 600 pounds of dy- 
namite three miles with as much accuracy as an 
Armstrong rifled cannon will an ordinarv shell. It 
is only about one-half the length of the Zalinski, is 
mounted ona carriage on the forward deck, and 
can be fired in any direction almost, commanding 
three-fourths of a circle.

A Lone BRANCH correspondent of the New York 
Times writes: If the present plans of the War De- 
partment are carried out, New York will, in five 
years’ time, be one of the most strongly fortified 
cities in the world, as 1t ought to be. he events of 
the past two months with Italy and Chili, and the 
consequent reagitation of the subject of the help- 
lessness of our seaport towns, notwithstanding the 
efficiency of our new Navy, make the work now in 
progress for the defence of the metropolis all the 
more interesting and one that ought to command 
the serious attention of Congrese. But while the 
ordnance officers are testing these heavy gune to de- 
termine what is best for Uncle Sam’s Army in the 
future, and Lieut. Taylor is constructing bie 12-inch 
gun battery on Sandy Hook, the general policy of 
the Army Officers is to erect a battery at the Beacon 
on Romer’s Shoals to carry two 16-inch guns, a mor- 
tar battery op Plym Island back of Coney Island, 
apother on Staten Island, another on the Jersey 
Coast near Port Monmouth, merely to notify for- 
eign nations with a disposition to make it unpleas- 
ant for New York iu case of war that we are ca- 
pable of defending ourselves. But when it is con- 
sidered that a year is required to build the earth- 
works and tbe platforms in which the enormous 

ups will rest that are to be mounted, and that at 
east three = allowance must be made for all 
guns over 10 inch calibre, with the uncertainty in 
the gun carriage that is to hold them, it will be seen 
that Congress must act not only liberally, but 
promptly.

INCIDENTS OF THE CHASE OF TAGE ITATA, 


ACAPULCO, May 17, 1891. 

Tue Charleston arrived in Sau Pedro on the south- 
ern coast of California May 10, after scouring the 
entire coast and adjacent islands for evidences of the 
presence of the ltata or vessels engaged ina like 
enterprise. Kvery vessel of any size was spoken on 
the way, but no information could be obtained. 

Off the Santa Barbara coast a small sloop, Liberty, 
was spoken. The captain of the little craft was ut- 
terly bewildered upon seeing this immense white 
cruiser bearing down on him, and nearly blew his 
lungs through his fog horn to acquaint the ship of 
hia presence so that he would sot be run down. 
When, however, he found that we only wanted to 
speak to him, he became radiant with joy and av- 
swered to the query if he had seen anything of the 
Itata in his cruising, that he had not,and waving 
his hat over his head with a whoop that would rouse 
a denizens of the deep, he shouted, “I hope you'll 

et ’er.”’ 

This gentle whisper of encouragement sent the 
Charleston so swiftly on in her chase that it was 
witb great difficuity that she was brought to off 
San Pedro. At that port telegrams were sent to the 
Department anda few hours after our arrival we 
were again on our way bound for Acapulco. 

Nothing of interest transpired after leaving San 
Pedro until two days from Acapuleo. On Frida 
afternoon, May 14, we sighted the Pacific mail 
steamer Colima, bound for San Francisco from Aca- 
pulco. She could give us important news, we 
thought, so asignal was sent up, *‘Have you seen 
any vessels ?’’ This was answered tn the affirmative, 
aud being close alongside the captain of the Colima 
shouted, “Sighted Chilian steamer this morning.” 
This was very welcome news, and we felt that at 
last we were on the track of the Itata. Every face 
was beaming. 

Presently the order came from the cabin to make 
all the speed possible, and before morning we were 
within 20 miles of Acapulco. At about 3304. M.a 
suspicious looking craft was sighted, carrying no 
@ide lights and having two lights at the mast head. 

We steamed towards her, and she too, under way, 
steamed in a circuitous route. Atonce her search 
lights were seen to flash. On the instant the electric 
gongs throughout the ship sounded a call to gen- 
eral quarters. Everyone realized at once what the 
necessity must be, and when the strange vessel had 
a chance to direct her lights upon us she must have 
been surprised at the sight that greeted her. First 
the rays struck our bow and there was our benuti- 
ful 8-inch, fully manned and ready for any dire 
necessity. 

Slowly the illumination travelied aft, stopping an 
instant in each sponson and there were our six inch 
crews full and waiting but for the order that meant 
destruction. Our search lights were not used as we 
were satisfied with the identity oi the stranger, and 
found her to be the Chilian cruiser Esmeralda. 

Satisfied that she had not the [tata under convoy 
and believing that the ltata must be awaiting the 
arrival of such a ship in or about Acapulco all 
haste was made for that port. The Esmeralda 
came steaming in several hours after. The Jtata 
was not seen in or about Acapulco, nor had she 
been heard from. 

Lying alongside of us now and waiting for coal is 
the counterpart of our ship—the Esmeralda. Alike 
in every particular except her armament and the 
arrangement of her firerooms. 

The rapidity with which the Charleston cleared 
for action, and the earnestness expressed in the ac 
tions of her crew are mostcommendable. Every 
man was at his post wiliing and ready. In five 
minutes after the alarm was sounded on board, 
every gun on board was cast loose and Joaded, the 
ship cleared, and three complete rounds of ammu- 
nition at every one of the guns of the main battery, 
and a box of ammunition on band at the rapid-fire 
guns. 

The coolness and confidence of the crew, their 
rapid work and their evident determination gave 
evidence of an excellence of our new Navy over 
and above the ship and armament as a moving ma- 
chine. It showed that ev: particle of the great 
machine was guarded by a skilled mechanic. 

It was just that same old spirit that was fanned 
to a flame on the instant that necessity demanded, 
that spirit, which, in former wars, won so many 
laurels to the daring and valor of American seamen.

FORT WALLA WALLA.

his neck. Finally Captain Lord Ubarles Beresford 
appeared on the scene in H. M. 8. Undaunted, ac- 
companied by the Melita. ‘* With determined work 
night and day, a steel-wire hawser, 15 shackles of 
ebain cable, and the help of God,” he floated the 
Frenchman in 52 hours. Admiral Baudin, while 
on the way to assist the Seignelay, burst one of the 
valves of the steam-pipes between the boilers and 
the cylinders, killing with the out-rushing steam an 
engineer and a stoker, and injuring 14 other men, 
(one of whom died since,) two of them seriously.

The Secretary says: ‘* When the 
popular demand for a reconstruction of the Navy 
began to arise, shortly after this period, there 
seemed to be no way to meet it. Information as 
to progress abroad was scanty, and naval ship- 
building was apparently a lost art in this country. 
There had been a time, many years before, when 
our designers and constructors led the world.” 
This apparent decline was only apparent, and that 
we needed only the encouragement of popular ap- 
proval to once more lead the world has been shown 
by the result. The secret of our ability to thus 
promptly meet the demands of the Government is 
shown in the illustrated article we this week pub- 
lish, giving the history of the Wm. Cramp and 
Sons Ship and Building Company, of Philadelphia. 
It is the first article of a series. of similar articles 
we propose to publish, and which are fitly intro- 
duced by the story of the great industrial enter- 
prise so long established on the banks of the Dela- 
ware. It isan honor to the country and, as the 
event is showing, one of the most important auxili- 
aries to the public defence which, too long ne- 
glected, has at last been entered on with vigor and 
intelligence.

before a board at Fort Monroe.

THE WILLIAM CRAMP AND sons” SHIP AND ENGINE 
BUILDING COMPANY. 


THE shipbuilding establishment at Philadelphia, 
so well known throughout the world as the ‘‘WIL- 
LIAM ORAMP AND SONS’ SHIP AND ENGINE BUILDING 
Company,” was founded in 1830, on the banks of 
the Delaware river, by William Cramp, the father 
of the men now doing such a vast amount of sbip- 
building and engine work. Like many, in fact, most 
enterprises of this nature, its beginnings were small 
and the first work of the establishment was of that 
inconsiderable nature which gave but little promise 
of the proportions the past few years bave seen it 
grow to. 

At the beginning, of course, nearly all the work 
done was in building and repairing wooden vessels, 
and it was not until the War of the Great Rebellion 
broke out that the firm of Cramp’s Sons enlarged 
their borders materially.

Its confidence was 
not misplaced, the Cramps were found to be efficient 
and patriotic friends, and generous as well. The 
result was the construction of the well-known iron- 


phia merchants, under the conviction that a steam- 
ship line could be built in this country able to com- 
pete successfully with foreign builders for the ocean 
trade between America and Europe, intrusted the 
construction and fitting out of the line to the firm 
of William Cramp and Sons. 

The financial backers of the scheme, includ 
ing the great Pennsylvania Railroad Company, 
were not disappointed that a home firm was select - 
ed forthe task. The railroad company became heavy 
stockholders in the enterprise, and insured its 
standing from the outset. 

Punctuality 1s part of the policy inaugurated by 
the Cramps, and it bas been adhered to with slight 
deviation since the beginning of their career as 
national benefactors. The day named in the contract 
for the completion of the ships saw them ready for 
delivery and fit for service. Those vessels were the 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. These 
four were built entirely of American material, with 
American thoroughness, and with a tonnage of 8,125 
each. They have, since the launching, carried their 
thousands of passengers, and hundreds of thous- 
ands of tonsof valuable freight, in perfect safety 
and comfort, and at an average speed, winter and 
summer, equal to that of their class built by for- 
eign firms. Two of these vessels are now in the 
docks at the Cramps yard, being overhauled for 
further service. 

They had the honor of being the first line to carry 
the flag abroad in successful competition with older 
and stronger lines.

the various commanders of the Blockading Flect off 
Charleston, S.C, did such gallant service. The 
monitors Yazoo and 7unzxis were also built by the 
Cramps, and the steam frigate Chattanooga, a vessel 
of nearly 3,500 tons. Not only was the Govern- 
ment thus assisted in its time of need, but without 
exception the work was done *‘ upon honor,” com- 
pleted on time, well done, and proved its efficiency 
in actual service. 

At Philadelphia the firm now own two large yards, 
affording the most ample facilities for shipbuilding 
in all its branches. One yard is at the foot of Pal- 
mer St., the other being located at the foot of Nor- 
ris St., on the Delaware River. At Palmer’ St., is 
situated one of the leading basin docks in the coun- 
try. Nothing has been left undone to make it 
one of the most complete of its kind for the repair, 
reconstruction, or remodeling of whatever may be 
afloat, be it big or little. The extreme length of 
this basin is no less than 462 feet, permitting the 
entry of vessels up to 450 feet long with a draft of 
20 feet. Its breadth is 111 feet. Its centrifugal 
pumps have a capacity of 120,000 gals. a minute, and 
it can be emptied in 45 minutes. Its cost was 
about $500,000. The Norris St. establishment has 
a water frontage of 1,000 feet, and a depth of 700 
feet, extending as it does back to Beach Street. To 
this part of the works have recently been added at 
a heavy expense tbe I. P. Morris and Oo. engine 
and machinery works. 

It is here that all of the shipbuilding work is 
done, and the engines and boilers are also laid out 
and built at this place. The machine and boiler 
shops are laid out on the most extensive scale, con- 
tainipg the most improved plant and all the latest 
devices for pushing work to a speedy finish. 





The next notable episode in the life history of

this firm occurred in 1879, when, under orders 
placed by the Imperiel Government of Russia, the 
State of California and the Columbus were con- 
verted into swift cruising men-of-war and re-named 
the Europe and the Asia. These two vessels com- 
bined in a marked degree the advantages of light 
draft, high speed, and the ability to keep the sea 
for an indefinitely long period, possessing, as they 
do, large sail area and fine sailing lines. 

Besides the two vessels already named, and which 
were built as well as reconstructed by the Cramps, 
the famous Rassian cruiser Zabiaca was designed 
and built by them. 

This vessel, together with the Africa, another fast 
cruiser built for the Imperial Navy of Russia, are 
fitted with vertical ‘engines of the compound type, 
driving a single screw, and making a speed of 
15.5 knots per hour. They, as was the case with 
the Europe and Asia, were constracted with 11

ine that era ceased to be of interest except in the 
Bistorical sense. ’ 

The discovery of the principle of expansion and 
the theory of the compound engine based upon it, 
long antedate their practical application. The com- 
pound engine as a practical fact is only about 24 

ears old in England and about 20 years old in the 
United States. Its success as a fuel economizer at 
once dominated the construction of simple engines, 
and all other American shipbuilders were compelled 
to follow Cramp’s lead. 

From the George W. Clyde in 1871, to Jay Gould’s 
celebrated steam yacht Atalanta in 1882, a period of 
eleven years, the development of the compound en- 

ine was steadily pushed toits climax of air-tight 
fire room, forced draught, and the highest boiler 
pressure consistent with economy in double expan- 
sion. This limit was reached in the Atalanta, and 
during the intervening period Messrs. Cramp and 
Sons had built about 70,000 registered tons of iron 
om shipping, besides yachts and other smaller 
craft. 

The era of double expansion terminated in 1885 
with the construction of steam yacht Peerless, which 
was equipped with the first triple expansion engines 
built in the U.S. 

This remarkable little ship was built by Cramp 
and Sons on their own account, at acost of $100,000 
simply as a practical experiment in the direction of 
the advance from two to three expansions of work- 
ing steam. The result of the experiment left no 
room for argument as to the efficacy of the new 
system, and though afew merchant ships were aftere 
ward built by them with ordinary compound en- 
gines, they were duplicates.of earlier vessels, and 
none but triple expansion engines were after- 
ward designed or recommended by that firm.

Cramp and Sons went to what has since been recog- 
bized as the upper limit of economical boiler press- 
ure for the purposes of triple expansion, which was 
155 pounds. The registed tonnage of the Peerless was 
228 only, but her engines developed about 1060 Ll. H. 
P., giving ber aspeed of 174 knots, which made her 
the fastest steam yacht of her time and class, From 
the Peerless in 188 to the Vesuvius in 1889, was a 
period marked by tremendous progress, In the lat- 
ter vessel a power of 4440 horses was developed in 
252 tons weight of machinery, aud applied to the 
propulsion of about 905 tons of displacement; the re- 
sult being a speed of 21.65 knots an hour. 

During this period Messrs. Cramp and Sons also 
built the borizontal triple expansion engines of the 
Newark, Philadelphia, Baltimore and Yorktown, to- 
gether with about 56,000 horse power of triple ex 
pansion machinery for merchant vessels, a com- 
pound oscillating engine for the Stonington Steam 
sbip line, steamer Connecticut witb cylinders 56 in- 
ches and 104 inches respectively, and 11 feet stroke, 
the largest engine of the type ever built, and carry- 
ing 110 pounds of steam pressure, together with 
several heavy compound pumping engines tor 
water works, ranging in capacity from 10,000,000 to 
20,000,090 gallons per day. 

ln a recent article from which the above particu- 
lars on the development of the marine engine are 
taken Mr. Thurston says: ‘“‘Advantage was taken of 
this school of development by the Navy Depart- 
ment, and Chief Engineer George W. Melville was 
stationed at the ship-yard of Cramp and Sons as in- 
spector of machinery. While serving as such Mr. 

elville designed the engines of the cruiser San 
Francisco, and laid broad and deep the foundation 
of that knowledge of marine engineering which, 
since his promotion to the chiefship of the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering, has found expression in a 
group of machinery designs aggregating over 150- 
000 horse—power, all of which are now in various 
stages of construction, and classed by all competent 
critics at home and abroad as representing ad- 
vanced types of marine engineering ip every sense.” 

At the present time the firm basin the course of 
construction the machinery for two 10,000 ton bat- 
tle ships, one armored cruiser of 3,100 tons, and one 
protected cruiser of 7,300 tons, pumbering in all 11 
engines of approximately 60,000 I. H. P. Of these, 
three are to be placed in the latter vessel to drive 
triple screws, and are designed to produce a speed 
of 21 knots. 

lt is quite generally conceded that, in the produc- 
tion of these colossal machines, the limit of size and 
weight of boilers of the cylindrical or tubular type 
has been reached; those for the armored cruiser 
New York having a diameter of 15.9 ft., requiring a 
shell plate thickness of 1.32 in., and weighing 70 tons 
each when ready for installation on board ship. 


THE WORK FOR THE UNITED STATES NAVY. 


The machinery plans for the 8,200 ton armored 
cruiser, and the 7,300 ton protected cruiser, present 
several interesting novelties. The first named is to 
be powered with four engines, two working on each 
shaft, and provided with means of disconnection so 
as to cruise under half power under ordinary cir- 
cumstances. These four engines are installed in 
separate water-tight compartments. The power is 
4,500 each, or 18,000 collectively, and is expected to 
produce a speed of 20 knots. 

In the 7,300 ton protected cruiser, there are to be 
three engines, on three shafts. Two ofthe engines, 
driving the port and starboard shafts, are placed in 
the usual manner on twin screw vessels. 

The third driving the central sbaft is placed abaft 
the other two, each having its own compartment. 

These are to be among the most powerful ma- 
chines ever built, having 7,000 Il. H. P. each, or 21,000 
collectively, and are to produce a speed cf 21 knots. 

The latest of Messrs. Cramp and sons engines 
brought to trial are those of the United States 
cruiser Newark, which are of the horizontal, direct- 
acting, three-cylinder type. They weigh, including 
water in the boilers, 761 tons,and developed, on four 
hours’ trial, 8,660 I. H. P., or 11.64 horse power to 
the ton of weight, which exceeds any other per- 
formance of that type of machinery. 

The advantage and importance to the country of 
this vast ipstitution is shown in its magniticent 
work in connection with the rehabilitation of the 
Navy. Its value in this respect cannot be overesti- 
msted. In the first place, the very knowledge of 
the existence of a plant capable of turning out 
promptly domestic war ships equal to the best 
of foreign construction was an inducement for 
Copgress to tinally listen to the appeals of a much- 
neglected public for a new Navy. How quickly the 
Cramps responded to the first call for new ships, and 
how efficiently they performed their task is shown 
by the five magnificent cruisers—the Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, Newark, Yorktown, and Vesuvius— 
already afloat, and the two large battle ships, 
Cruiser No. 12 and the New York, now in rapia 
course of construction. rig have had the lion’s 
share of the new vessels already authorized, and 
will necessarily be largely represented in ali future 
contracts. Their names will be as closely linked 
with the new Navy as they were witb the old, and 
with the American merchant marine. I[t is the 
prominent part they are taking in the work of re- 





before the public, and which is primarily the cause 
of this article. 

At the present time the firm is devoting its atten- 
tion almost exclusively to work on naval vessels, 
but with characteristic thrift and enterprise the 
present extensive plant is being enlarged so that 
private work may also be resumed at an early date. 

Since the rehabilitation period the Cramps have 
undertaken work for the Navy aggregating 62,059 
tons, 91,216 horse power, and at a contract price of 
$16.478,000. The five new vessels completed—the 
Baltimore, Philadelphia, Newark, Yorktown, and 
Vesuvius—which comprise nearly half of the new 
Navy at present afloat, represent a tonnage of 15,245, 
a total horse power of 32,000,and a cost (contract 
price) $4,728,000. In each one of these vessels the 
contract requirements were exceeded, thus giving 
the best possible proof of the bigh clases of work 
performed - this firm. The Baltimore, designed 
for 9,000 I. H. P., developed 10.064.418, netting the 
builders the nice little sum of $106,441.80 in the way 
of premium. The Yorktown gave her builders 
$39,825 premium by exceeding the guaranteed horse 
power of 3,000 by 398.25. The guaranteed speed of 
the Philadelphia was19 knots. Sbe made 19.678 knots, 
thus netting her builders $135,600. 

The Newark earned $36,857.70 by exceeding the 
guaranteed horse power of 8,500 by 368,577. The 
Vesuvius, designed for 20 knots, actually made 
21,646. The Vesuvius, begun in 1887 and completed in 
1889, is a novel craft of the following dimensions: 
Length between perpendiculars, 246 ft. 3 in.; length 
over all, 252 ft. 4in.; breadth, 26 ft. 5 in.; depth, 14 ft.

This vessel is armed with three pneumatic dyna- 
mite guns of 10‘¢-inch calibre, to throw shells con- 
taining 200 pounds of dynamite a distance of a mile, 
eapable of being discharged once in two minutes. 
Ten dynamite projectiles are carried for each gun. 
The range can be varied at will from 1 mile to 200 
yards by varying the amount of air entering from 
the firing reservoir. The guns are not movable in 
the ship, but are fixed at anincline so that for train- 
ing the vessel must be turned, but as she has twin 
screws, this is readily accomplished. To insure the 
safety of the crew while handling the shells and 
loading and firing the guns, a light protective deck 
is worked over the lower parts of the guns, protect- 
ing the loading-gear, compressors, etc. In addition 
to the three dynamite guns,a powerful secondary 
battery is carried, consisting of two 3-pounder, one 
1-pounder, two 37mm. revolving cannon, and two 
Gatlings. 7 

The motive power is furnished by two triple-ex- 
pansion engines developing about 3,200 indicated 
horse-power. There are four cylinders to each en- 

ine. The high-pressure cylinder is 21}¢ inches in 

iameter, the intermediate 31, and the two low- 
pressure cylinders 34 inches. There are four boilers 
in independent fire rooms, about 191¢ feet long and 
9 feet in diameter; grate surface, 200 square feet. 
The guaranteed speed of the Veswvius was 20 knots.

The Yorktown, the first of these vessels completed 
by the Messrs. Cramp, and the pioneer of the mod- 
ern gunboats, the construction of which was com- 
menced in 1887, and completed in 1889, is a twin 
screw coal protected cruiser, with poop and fore- 
castle decks, with an open gun deck between. 

Forward and aft througaout the length of the ves- 
sel is a 3-8 inch water tight deck, under which are

The four large vessels which form the basis 
of the extensive operations at present in progress 
at the Cramps are the most formidable of the 
new Navy, and the largest of the Amerivan men- 
of-war ever built. These ships alone aggregate a 
tonnage of 36,211, and horse power of 55,000—suffi- 
cient to tax the capacity of almost any private or 
Government ship building yard in the world. Yet 
the Cramps are going ahead with this berculean 
task with the same expedition as characterized 
their work on the smaller craft. It is less than eight 
months ago tbat the contract was awarded for Crui- 
ser No. 2, the New York, and she is now withina 
month of the launching period. Good progress is 
also being made with the battleships Nos. 1 and 2, 
named respectively the Indiana and Massuchusetts 
and the protected Cruiser No. 12, the three vessels 
contracted for late lastautumn. The keels of all 
three of these vessels have been laid, and some of 
the frames are up on one of the battleships and the 
cruiser. The two battleships are to be completed in 
November 1893, Cruiser No. 12 in May 1893, and 
Cruiser No. 2, in January, 1893. From the manner 
in which the Cramps have started there seems to be 
little danger of a failure of the time conditions of 
the contract. The aggregate contract price for 
these four vessels is $11,750,000. 

The following descriptions of these four men-of- 
war will give a more definite idea of the amount of 
work involved in tbeir construction: 

The armored cruiser New York, soon to be 
launched, is designed for a commerce destroyer, 
with extraordinary coal endurance and a high rate 
of speed. She has four complete decks, including 
the protective deck, and a large flying deck or 
bridge, upon which are carried the boats. : 

She has no sail power, but carries two wilitary 
masts fitted with double fighting tops. Her free- 
board to upper deck is about 20 feet, and this, to- 
gether with her size, will enable her to fight her 
guns and maintain herspeed in asea which would 
render smaller ships practically helpless.

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PHYSICAL EDUCATION AT WEST POINT. 


Some discussion has arisen as to the completeness 
of the system of physical education in vogue at the 
Military Academy, and the New York Tribune pub- 

ishes a long criticism of it. The fine physical condi- 
tion cf the graduates is ascribed to the requirement: 
of a fine physique for admission. The Tribune critic 
says: “Time was when the cadet received a more 
extensive physical training than any other student; 
bat, while this training has not materially dimin- 
ished in amount, the relation is reversed. It has not 
kept pace with the enormous strides to the front 
taken by other educational institutions. Yet there 
are even greater reasons why officers of the Army 
should be proficient in physical culture than: any 
other class of men. The ancient and honorable no- 
tion that the manual of arms was an excellent sys- 
tem of calisthenics lived long and died hard. But 
the one-sided character of the exercise, with its 
tendency te render the body, particularly of the 
undeveloped youth, unsymmetrical and induce a 
drooping of the right shoulder, sometimes even ex- 
tending to the spinal curvature, hascome to bs re 
cognized, together with the necessity for correct- 
ing it.” 

We are told that when the Adjutant General was 
sixteen years ago, an instructor at the Academy, 
he established a regular course of physical instruc- 
tion which has not been maintained. No apparatus 
specially adapted to bring deficient parts of the 
body into complete proportion is used. No com- 
plete record of measurements is kept by which the 
progress of the cadet can be estimated. In no part 
of the course 13 there a scientific pbysiological over- 
sigkt. The work done is conducted in a haphazard 
sort of way, the fact that good results are obtained 
being an indication rather of success in spite of dif- 
ficulties than of any merit in the system, if system 
it may be called. Theact of Congress of 1886 re- 
quiring instruction in pbysiology and bygiene, is 
but imperfectly carried out in the Military Acad- 
emy, while the Naval Academy has a department 
with afull surgeon at its head and three particu- 
larly qualified officers as assistante. Col]. Greenleaf, 
of the Medical Corps, is quoted in support of the 
conclusions of the writer, who shows how import- 
ant to the young officer is a knowledge of how to 
take care of the health of himself and of his men, 
and to assist them in case of accident in the casual- 
ties of battle. 

The pbysical training at the Military Academy 
may be less perfect than it might and should be, 
but certainly the graduates compare very favorably 
in pbysical condition with other officers in the 
Army. A correspondent who furnishes us with 
some statistics finds that there were on the retired 
list, March 1, 1891, 142 graduates, or 11.3 per cent. of 
the total number in the Army, while there were 
344 officers from civil life, or 29.5 per cent., and 65 ap- 
pointees from the Army, or 28.7 per cent. This is 
certainly astriking difference, and there has been a 
marked increase in the percentage of other ap- 
pointees and a trifling decrease in that of the gradu_ 
ates, the proportions on the Ist of January, 1881, 
being 11.4 per cent., 21.7 per cent., and 20.8 per cent.

In war, as 
Napoleon I. said, good luck plays an important part, 
and Moltke was always in luck, owing to the weak- 
ness and folly of his oppouents."’

Having to employ a number 
of men with quickness of thought and action, he 
fays: ‘And the best place in the world to find the 
men | want is ina restaurant. There if you see a 
man take up the bill of fare and spend half an bour 
looking through its contents you can put that per- 
son down asa man with no decision of character. 
The man who goes into a restaurant, throws his bat 
at a peg, and gives the waiter his order as soon as 
he is seated is the man forme. You can depend 
upon it, that man can be trusted to know what heis 
doing, and is the proper man to put in a position 
where decision of character is an essential qualifi 
cation. If | were the General of an army I would 
submit all my efficers to this crucial cest before en- 
trusting them with any important separate com.

Thesuitis not for criminal libel,és 
the daily papers report, but 1s a civil suit for $25,000 
damages. Some method should be found, and no 
doubt will be found, for preventing officers from 
being annoyed by suits of this character. 











ENLISTED men of the Army and Navy who have 
aspirations for positions on the police force of the 
District of Columbia will be disappointed to learn 
that by a decision of the Court in General Term of 
that Dietrict the clause in an old law confining the 
selections to persons who served in the Army and 
Navy is declared null and void. This means that 
the District authorities will hereafter make the se- 
lections from citizens of the District, and that en- 
listed men of the Army will stand little chance of 
getting these positions.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The next meeting of the Ordnance and Fortifica 
tion Board will be held in New York June 15. There 
is a! businese of special importance to be trans- 
acted. 





In view of the failure of Congress to make the ap- 
propriation for the payment of the ealary to tre 
civilian »ember of the Ordnance and Fortification 
Board, the appointment of Gen. Cutcheon, who the 
President bas in view for the position, will probably 
be deferred until Congress reassem bles. 





An increase in the facilities for the manufacture 
of ordnance supplies and the erection of a plant for 
the manufacture of carriages for tield guns at the 
Rock Island, Ill., Arsenal are among the new pro- 
jects that will shortly materalize under the manage- 
ment of Gep. Flagler, the new chief of ordnance, 
who bas taken hold of mattersina practical busi- 
peas like manner, that gives promise of a most efti- 
cient and vigorous administration. 





lf the Navy Department does not soon succee d in 
getting an armor plate that fulfils all desirable con- 
ditions it will not be because of any lack of a‘ten- 
tion given the subject by the Ordnance Depart- 
ment. Beginning with the trials of the three im- 
ported plates, which so signally demonstrated the 
superiority of the homeogeneous plate over the com- 
pound, the subject has been followed up to 
a point where the authorities will soon be able to 
determine on the best of the former cia:s. During 
the coming month the authorities expect to make 
one of the most exhaustive tests of armor plates 
that has ever been conducted in this or any other 
couotry—a trial that will, itis expected, result ino 
the formal adoption of a standard plate for all our 
men of war. Kight plates of 10% inches in thick- 
ness will be represented. They will include all 
steel, steel with nickel alloy, steel treated by the 
Harvey process, and steel and nickel alloy treated 
by the same process. These plates are being made 
by Carnegie, Phipps and Co., and it is hoped to have 
some of them at the Washington Navy-yard in a 
few weeke, when they will betreated by the Harvey 
process. Additional importance will be given the 
trial from the fact that American guns and Ameri- 
can projectiles as well as American armor plates 
will be represented. 





THE DOVE NUISANCE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journai: 


WiLL you allow a soldier to call attention to one 
of the greatest nuisances at Western Army posts? 
[ reter to the * Dove Nuisance,” which sometimes 
makes a soldier's hfe upendurable. Some one 
brings a pair of doves tos fort, where they are al- 
lowed to breed year after year until every hole in 
dilapidated buildings is iufeated with them, and 
the air is black with them. They cover the roofs 
of buildings, spoil the rain water, dig up the post 
garden and foul every building and walk beyond 
the power of policing parties to cleanse tnem. 
They coo and coo everlastingly, uttering the same 
monotonous note from morning to evening, year 
in and year out, until the soldiers have christened 
them the * Dove Fiend.” I[f those who introduced 
the doves were the only sufferers no one would 
complain. But the nuisance is entailed and propa- 
gated as the doves multiply, until the very air has 
the *“‘dove smell,” of which soldiers have become 
competent judges. 

If the Secretary of War would order every dove 
shot at military posts, he could not confer a greater 
benefit on the Army.

PRECEDENTS FOR THE ITATA, 


THREE cases have been cited as precedents for the 
action of our Government in the case of the Chilian 
vessel Itata. Wuring the War of the Rebellion the 
large schooner Stephen Hart, flying the English 
flag, bound from London for Matanzas, Cuba, 
loaded with arms, etc., for the Confederates, was 
captured aud brought to New York, and United 
States Judge Betts condemned her as a good prize. 
ln 1885 the Alliance seized an American vesse), the 
Ambrose Light, which bad been purchased by the 
rebels in Columbia and fitted out for service 
against the lawful Government, furnishing her with 
a document purporting to be a commission. Judge 
Brown released her, but the Alliance was held to 
bave been justified in making the seizure under the 
suspicious circumstances. Again in 1886, the 
steamer City of Mexico was seized by the Galena, 
Capt. Colby M. Chester, while awaiting at Corn Is- 
land to be fitted out for an expedition against Trux 
illo, a seaport on the Caribbean sea coast of Hon- 
duras. It was held, however, that she had violated 
the neutrality laws by sailing from a United States 
port with the intention of ree td on war against 
a power with which the United States was at peace, 
and her confiscation was ordered.

THE CHILIAN WAR. 


THE Navy Department has received from Acting 
Rear-Admiral McCann, a report dated Valparaiso, 
Chili, April 29, giving particulars of the Chilian 
War up to the date which have been anticipated by 
the telegraphic and mail advices to the daily 
papers. Concerning the attack upon the Planco 
Encalada by the torpedo boats Lynch and Condell, 
the admiral says: 

The destruction of the Blanco Encalada has developed no 
new feature in the art of naval warfare, as it was a surprise 
pure and simple. The commanding officer, so I am in- 
formed by Capt. Lambton of the W. , admits that he 
alone was to blame for the catastrophe. He had no look- 
outs at the entrance of the harbor, where the light was 
left burning, no picket-coats out or torpedo-nets in place, 
no lookouts en board ship or guns in readiness, nor in fact 
were any precautions whatever made against a night attack 
or pada: An The usual precautions adopted in time of war 
vo a cotealy neglected, and he consequently lost his ship 
an w. 


He further says: 


The morning of the attack (Apet 18) was perfectly clear, 
the light in the lighthouse burning brightly, and the ship’s 
lights a visible, so that the torpedo boats bad no 
trouble in making the attack. Four torpedoes were dis- 
charged at the Blanco Encalada and it is probable that at 
least two of them took effect nearly amidships, as she sank 
in five or six minutes, carrying down about 150 men, in- 
cluding all the engineers. 

After the a the Blanco Encalada, the two torpedo 
boats left the barbor, and outside encountered the insur- 
gent transport Aconcagua, which vessel they immediaely 
attacked. After some time was spent in man@uvring to 
get a position off the quarter stern, where the gun mounted 
in the bow of the A could not reach them, the 
wi came in sight, and the torpedo cruisers mistaking 
ber for the insurgent cruiser da, made off with the 
greatest rapidity. Both the torpedo cruisers have returned 
here; the is uninjured, while the Lynch has been 
docked, having suffered some injury, but not sufficient to 
prevent her returning by herself. 

The Warspite then entered the harbor of Caldera where 
the Blanco E was found sunk in ten fathoms of 
water, with her mastheads showing above the water. 


Admiral McCann reports that a German naval 
force consisting of -five ships has been ordered to 
tbis coast from China to come via the Sandwich 
Islands, and is expected to arrive about June 20th. 
The French flagsbip Dubourdieu is at Panama wait- 
ing for a new admiral to relieve Rear Admiral De 
Premespil. The Volta left on the 23d of April for 
the Northern ports. The arrival of the Baltimore 
on this station bas attracted a great deal of atten- 
tion, and has also had a very good effect. 

A newspaper despatch from Panama, May 24, re- 
ports that on the 16th of May the torpedo cruiser 
Lynch was chased for several hours off Iquique by 
the Cochrane. The authorities telegraphed to the 
Huascar and Magellanes at Pisaqua to cut off the 
retreat, and when within range the Huascar fired 
eight shots, which were returned by the enemy, and 
the Lynch gradually got away from them without 
apparently sustaining any damage. 

Great excitement prevailed on the evening of 
May 23, when the Imperial was seen off Cavanchba, 
about ten miles from the coast. She commenced 
firing rapidly as if fighting desperately, but no 
enemy was in sight. The Cochrane and O’ Higgins 
went out at full stcam, but the Imperial soon dis- 
appeared, and nobody was able to explaia the 
strange conduct of that vessel. 

While a launch belonging to the Cochrane was 
fixing a torpedo case for attack it exploded and one 
man was killed and several others injured. The 
boats from the U. 8. S. San Francisco rescued two 
men. 








EXAMINATION AT THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Tue Board of Visitors to the Naval Academy re- 
ceived the usual official welcome on Monday. The 
parade of cadets was a fine sight, and besides inter- 
coting the spectators, warmed the cockles of many 
an old sailor's heart. A tour of the grounds by the 
boerd followed the review of the cadets. 

In the afternoon, the Third and Fourth Classes 
were exercised in sailing and rowing by Lieut. W. 
S. Benson. The First and Second Classes, in charge 
of Lieut. W. P. Clason, were exercised in the steam 
launches on the Severn, the board accompanying the 
launches in the Javelin. A promenade concert was 
given in the evenine. 

On Tuesday there was a dress parade of the bat- 
talion under Lieut. W. F. Fullam and a presenta- 
tion of the medal for great gun practice by Senator 
Chandler. Two competitors had made the perfect 
score of 100,and when this was shot off the prize 
went to Cadet Richard M. Watt, of the lst Class. 

The examination was devoted to exercises in sea- 
manshbip on the Wyoming. Naval Cadet Edwin T. 
Pollock had charge of the wheel, assisted by Naval 
Cadets Preston, Hough, Reed, and Carter. One 
tack was made under the direction of Cadet Frank 
B.Zahm and another under Cadet Reginald R. Belk 
nap. After seamanship came the steam drill in the 
steam engineering department. 

ln the afternoon of Wednesday the Board wit- 
nessed target practice on board the Wyoming under 
command of Lieut. Comdr. UC. 8. Sperry,with Lieut. 
[ngersoll as officer of the deck and Lieut. Gearing 
and Lieut. Wm. F. Fullam officers of the first and 
second gun divisions. 

The exciting drill for the flags gathered a large 
crowd of spectatorson Thursday. The judges were 
Lieut. W. P. Potter, U.S. N.; Lieut. O. G. Dodge, 
U. 8. N., and Lieut. Robert H. Noble, tst Iof., U. 8. 
A. The companies were commanded by Cadets 
Renwiek J. Hartung, Arthur L. Willard and John 
G. F. Moale. The prize was won by the third com- 

apy, Cadet Lieut. Moale, and was presented by 
Miss Pbythian, daughter of the Superintendent. 

The Board of Visitors occupied themselves on 
Thursday with the preparation of their report. The 
Graduates Association held a business meeting in 
the afternoon, and in the evening joined in their 
annual banquet in the cadets mess hall. John Wilkes, 
8 graduate of 1841, presided and the oldest member 
present. About 60 were present. 

In the afternoon Secretary Tracy sent word that 
he could not be present, and Asst.

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TRIAL OF THE VESUVIUS. 


PENDING the delivery of the projectiles, valve and 
rapge-finder for the Vesuvius, it is expected that 
that vessel will join the North Atlantic squadron at 
New York, for drill and other exercises. We give 
elsewhere ‘in this number an illustration of ‘the 
Vesuvius. In Harper's Weekly for ene o appears 
an excellent article on the vessel py ae . Mat- 
thews, and pins cuts showing in detail the WS 
of this novel craft. Mr. Matthews objects to the 
designation of “dynamite cruiser” and suggests 
that the Vesuvius should be called an “air torpedo 
boat,” but then the designation “ air’ does not ap- 
ply to either the torpedo or the boat, so his sugges- 
tion does not help matters. 

Comdr. F. M. Barber, U. 8. N., sends to the New 
York Times an interesting article on the Vesuvius, 
in which he shows the necessity for devising 
some plan for estimating distances. Commander 
Barber says that when he was professionally 
employed by the Pneumatic Dynamite Gup Co. in 
1888, he considered the problem of measuring dis- 
tances from a vessel so low in the water. so narrow, 
and with only an apology of a mast. He says: ‘**I 
studied all the other known methods in vain and 
then tried to invent something, but | could devise 
nothing that appeared to me practical either in the 
plain table line or any other. At this time Lieut. 
Fiske, of the Navy, had bis attention drawn to the 
problem that was puzzling Vapt. Zalinski and my- 
self, and after seme thought he devised his electric 
range finder, using the beam of the Vesuvius as a 
base, and by means of electricity getting a far more 
sensitive method of angle-measuring than could be 
mechanically graduated onan arc. [ was at once 
struck with the possibilities of this new invention, 
and Capt. Zalinski carried on experiments with it in 
November, 1888, at F't. Hamilton, both by day and 
bight, with results which were remarkably accurate 
up to "all ranges of the Vesuvius's guns. is a result 
of these experiments a company was formed which 
is now, | believe, successfully exploiting the Fiske 
range finder in all the principal navies of the world 
for use with ordinary guns, but | have paid no per- 
sonal attention to the matter since that date.” 

As to the application of the Fiske method to the 
Vesuvius, Mr. Barber is not clear. Concerning the 
disturbance to the aim of the guns by the pitching 
and rolling of the Vesuvius, he says: ** So it will be 
with the weak point of the Cushing when she gets 
her torpedoes; so it is now with the batteries of 
ordinary vessels,and there is no reason why the 
guns of the Vesuvius should fail to do their perfect 
work until sucb conditions are reached, and they 
were not reached last week. When they are reached, 
Lieut. Paine’s linked projectile will be brought for- 
ward to overcome the difficulty; but there isa vast 
deal of instruction and information to be obtained 
with the Veswvius as she 1fow is with her present 
guns and pocpeens, and the black eye which she 
undoubtedly bas received in the public press from 
last week’s trials can only be accounted for from 
the fact that thereporters did not seriously consider 
the problem. A new Vesuvius could be much im- 
proved, but this one has done herself no discredit 
thus far.” 

Comdr. Barber is an entirely competent observer, 
and his views, it will be seen, coincide with those 
¢Xpressed in the JourNaL last week. 








BIDDING FOR CRCISER No. 13. 


AMERICAN shipbuilders turned out in full force to 
witness the opening of bids for the construction of 
protected cruiser No. 13, which occurred at the 
Navy Department Junel. There were representa- 
tives from the well-known firms of Wm. Cramp and 
Sons, of Philadelphia; the Union Iron Works, of 
San Francisco; the Bath lron Works, of Maine: the 
Columbian Iron Works, of Baltimore, and E. N. 
Palmer and Co., of New York. Three of the five 
were competitors—the Bath Iren Works, at $2 690,- 
000; Cramp and yh at $2,745,000, and the Union 
lron Works, at $2,793 

The remarkavly =a ‘bid of the Bath Co., was a 
great surprise to the 50 odd spectators, who bad 
gathered in the large board room to listen to the 
reading of the bids by Col. Remey, who, as legal 
adviser and contract officer of the Department, 
always presides at these affaire. Indeed, all three of 
the bids caused surprise; the Union Iron Works be- 
cause it exceeded by $93,000 the appropriation, and 
the Mesere. Cramp because it exceeded by $20,000 the 
umount of their contract for cruiser No. 12, an 
exact duplicate, which they are now building. As 
all the patterns for No. 12 would be available for 
cruiser No. 13, it was vaturally expected that the 
Messrs. Cramp would be able to submit a lower fig- 
ure on the latter vessel, but the result shows that 
they took the contract for the first vessel at a price 
allowing but little profit. 

Sbould the contract be awarded the Bath Com- 
paoy, as it probably will be, it 1s understood that 
they will contract with E. N. Palmer and Co. for the 
n achinery, in order to facilitate the completion of 
the vessel, which, according to the conditions of the 
advertisement, must be ready for trial within two 

ears from the date of the contract. The cruiser 

id for is an exact duplicate of cruiser No. 12, now 
building by the well-known firm of Messrs. Oramp 
and Sons, of Philadelphia. 

This vessel and its sister-ship, cruiser No. 12, are 
designed for the fastest cruisers in the Navy—vessels 
that can overbaul and sink any merchant vessel 
now afloat and at the rame time cope with any un- 
armored cruiser afloat as yet designed. They are 
unique in many respects, especially in their machin- 
ery, being the first of their size to which three 
screws have been applied. The following are the 
prineipal dimensions: 

Length on load line, 400 ft.; beam, molded, 58 ft.; 
draught, mean, normal, 23 ft.; displacemenr, 7,400 
tons; sustained sea speed, 21 knots; maximum 
speed, 21 knots; indicated horse power (sustained), 
20,000; indicated horse power (maximum), 23,000. 
‘The machinery consists of three sets of tripie-ex- 
pansion, vertical, inverted cylinder engines, driving 
the triple screws before mentioned, the centre 
screw being about 4 feet 6 inches below the other 
two.

1 know. wnat 1 say when I assert that they are not 
mere holiday soldiers, only adapted for parades and 
reviews; but they thoroughly understand the use 
of firearms, they know how to shoot; to march, to 
retreat, to attack, and to defend. Tbe camps of in 
siruction at Peekskill and Creedmoor have not been 
established in vain, as the present state of profic- 
iency of the whole National Guard of the State of 
New York amply attests.

He resigned from 
the Navy four years ago to accept the position of president 
of the Providence and Stonington Steamsbip Co. He is a 
thorough disciplinarian, and is determined to make his bat- 
talion one of the model organizations of the city and State, 
His adjutant is George E. Kent, adjutant under Mr. Low, a 
graduate of Annapolis, and tor several years an officer in 
the service. The senior division commanders have not all 
been appointed yet,so that the roster at present reads as 
follows: First Battery—Lieutenant, junior grade, 8. Dana 
Greene, Jup.; Second Battery—Lieutenant commanding, W. 
Butler Duncan, Jun.; Lieutenant, junior grade, Washing- 
ton Irving; Third Battery- Lieutenant, junior grade, Louis 
M. Mowbray; Fourth Battery—Lieutenant, junior grade, 
R. M. Forsbew. All of these officers are Annapolis men.” 

On Decoration Day the Battalion, together with a bat- 
talion of the U.S. Mariue Corps, escorted the Kearsarge 
Post of Naval Veterans from their headquarters to the Soi- 
diers and Sailors’ Monument on the Common, where appro- 
priate services were*beld.

Soiey of the Naval Battalion; Lieut. McWhorter, U.S. M.C., 
and others. 

The pioneer corps of the Massachusetts Battalion will 
shortly perform as practicala piece of fleld work as was 
everattempted by any regular engineer troops. It will 
consist of demolishing with the use of dynamite some large 
boulders and rocks that now obstruct the new rifle range at 
Auburndale, There are quite a number of trained 
electricians, employed by various electrical manufacturing 
companies in the vicinity, who are mem of this corpe. 
When completed the range will be used jointly by the fst 
Corps of Cadets and the Nava! Battalion.

ADVANTAGES OF THE MICITARY ACADEMY. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

in connection with the reported intention of the 
War Department to make nominations from civil 
life to fill vacancies in the grade of second lieuten- 
aot in the Army, it may be well to consider the rela- 
tive advantages of the different methods of appoint- 
ment to this branch of the public service. In the 
advanced and still advancing knowledge of military 
seience in foreign armies it is important that the 
U. 8. should be equally well prepared for all emer- 
gencier. 

A thorough military education is essential to those 
filling the hicher positions in the Service. Its im- 
portance was established in our late civil war on 
both sides of the line. Many excellent officers were 
developed from civil life by the experience afforded 
by active service in the field, bul as future wars will 
undoubtedly be short and sharp, the Army should 
be prepared on the instant for most efficient ser- 
vice. Ido not preteud that the Military Academy 
furnishes all the conditions necessary to accomplish 
this perfectly, but the sub-structure is well laid and 
the t graduate schools, now established and 
which are becoming more efficient, give promise of 
satisfactory results in the near future. 

If the Military Academy does not furnish a suffi- 
cient number of graduates for the needs of the 
Army, let the number of appointments to that insti- 
tution be increased sufficiently for this purpose. 
This will afford an opening to additional aspirants 
to the military profession. An examination of the 
retired list of the Army seems to indicate that the 
most favorable showing belongs to the graduates of 
the Military Academy, as is natural to suppose 
would be the case. The appointees there are sub- 
jected to a strict surgical examination before being 
accepted, and about one-half fail during the mental 
and physical ordeal after-admittance. Those who 
graduate are therefore undoubtedly superior physi- 
cally to the average of yeung men likely to be ap- 
pointed to the Army from any other source. The 
retired hst of the Army for Jan. 1, 1886, affords the 
following for consideration, viz.:

It will thus be seen that in the re tee and two 
months the percentage of retired graduates slightly 
decreased, while that of the non-graduates increased 
nearly eight per cent. A 11.3 Dereantage throughout 
the Army would give a retired list of 277, which is 
but little more than half the number on March ist, 
a saving that would go far towards the support of 
the Military Academy.
